SI JUS MEMORIAL

SERVICES YESTERDAY LED I)Y

THE MHHoI

About Six Hundred People Hear Music,
Lemons ami the Sei moll loiUtmt
Ti Unite to the Queen.

Bishop Willis yesterday afternoon
conducted services In St. Andrew's

In honor of the memory of the
late Oueen VIctoiin. Though the Weil
ther was not the best, the nudltorluui
wus Illled. The audience was composed
of people In all walks of political, busi-
ness ami social life. Including govern
ment and consular olllclals.

The cathedral was beautifully de-
corated with the Hairs of those nations
whose representatives had accepted In-

vitations to be present. The massive
pillar on the South side was enwrapped
In a lanre flan of the United States
while that on the north displayed the
(lags of Great Britain and Germany.
The pillars In the chancel were hung
with the Hags of Russia and Italy,
France and Austria-Hungar- y. Those
In the Nave displayed the Hags of Spain
Portugal, Sweden and Norway, Den-mu- rk

and Belgium. The Chinese Hag
was placed over the south door, tho
Hawaiian over the weHt door. Bands
of morunlng encircled the capitals from
which the Hogs were suspended, n large
bow and streamers of crepe being on
the Union Jack.

The Bishop was attended by the ReV.
Kong Yin Tet as chaplain who carried
the Pastoral Staff. The choir which
was composed of the Cathedral choir,
the evening surpllced choir of the sec-
ond congregation, and the pupils of St.
Andrew's Priory, numbered sixty
voices.

The Anthem "The Righteous Souls"
was sung, unaccompanied, by Mr. and
Mrs. Vanlman. Mrs. Hoffman and Mr.
F. W. Beardslee.

The whole service was much Indebted
for its effect to Wray Taylor, who pre
sided at tne organ.

Promptly at 3 o'clock the great or
gan began to neal the notes of the fu
neral march, and the surpllced choir
took Its position. The audience then
chanted the Episcopal burial service
"I am the resurrection and the lite.
etc." Rev. Dr. Weymouth read the first
lesson and Rev. Hamilton Lee the sec-
ond.

The text of the sermon by the Bishop
was 1 Chron., XXIX: 28, "David died In
a good old age, full of days, riches and
honor: and Solomon, his son, reigned in
his stead." The speaker ot first refer-
red to the death of the Queen and to
how the news was received In all parts
of the world. There was something si-

milar to it, he thought, in the death of
David thirty centuries ago when there
was mourning from Dan to Beersheba.
He believed that the attachment to the
throne of Victoria would linger there
and that loyalty to Edward VII would
be complete, and that his reign would
be most brilliant.

From this point to the close ot his ad-
dress the Bishop dwelt upon the his-
tory of the Queen and her reign, and
the character of the good woman.

About six hundred people participated
in the services and heard the sermon.
